continuation of"' a previoui Session in which He had been tasked to 

report, on a specific document located within a specific building. 
Source recalled the session and indicated that He would be able to 
reacquire the "signal line" without the assistance of further 
readings of the encrypted coordinates provided during the initial 
session, as per Coordinate Remote Viewing (CRV). Source was further 
told that He was to initially acquire the proper structure and to 
remain outside the building describing this structure in detail.

This slight bit of "mystery" was handled by 
Source without any noticeable hesitation or reporting problems.
